CHINA 8 STRUGGLE 


A N ARTICLE WRITTEN BY A STATF 

correspondent of The Manchester Guardian 
from Peking contains a number of carefully-worded 
impressions and opinions on the present crisis in 
Chma. He deals first of all with China’s slumbering 
industrialism and has the following to say aboflt it:

From thu point he goes on to say that the- signi¬ 
ficant thing is not the tumult which is -ruining such 
attempts, but the making of such attempts, suggesting 
to his mind that "Chin, is trying to shrug off impedi¬ 
ments to her own development.” On the basis that it 
must not be forgotten that revolutions hive other aims 
than fiwestablishment of a'dictatorship of |he prole¬ 
tariat. ha argues that “what is happening here is not 
a Bolshevik revolution, but one which will not end 
uiftil the business and intelligent classes supplant war 
lords as rulers of the country." 

The Guardian's correspondent thinks the pre¬ 
sent convulsion may not be final; but. while be says 
anti-foreignism is the rallying cry—and even the war 
lords are willing to attribute to the foreigners evils 
for which they themselves are • responsible—the-tally¬ 
'll not a lasting^ feeling." He contends.

Stopped Nervous Headaches

When the statement la ipa.de to 
an audience of men that women as 
family purchasing agents turn over 
eighty-five per cent of the money 
of the nation., some men always 
smile. One waa asked "why?" "Be¬ 
cause they think one hundred per 
cent is nearer the truth." Well! 
there are generous men and contrari¬ 
wise. so that there are still woman 
who beseech, cajole or fight "Pa" 
to get the family necessitates. 

If women turn over this huge sum 
they are purchasing specialists. But 
to be a specialist presupposes train¬ 
ing. Up to the present in this pro¬ 
vince women have been trained, to 
the business of homemaking In the 
school of experience. More or less 
effective, but coatly. 

If modern educators are right In 
saying that education should be re¬ 
lated to life. then, since every woman 
expects sooner or later to have a 
homo of her own It la right to say 
that the education of young wo- 
»men should be related to family life. 

A man when he marries must show 
his bank account to prove that he 
la In a position to take on family 
responsibility. To giye a square deal 
the woman should show that ahe 
understands th« wise expenditure of 
money having been trained. In bud¬ 
geting. accounting and purchasing. 

In the legislature, municipal coun¬ 
cils, school boards, public bodies 
I of all klnda. the most Important 
singls Item la the budget. Wrestling 
with estimates 1* common knowledge 
to all who serve the public. When It 
comes to the business of the* home 
surely the same method of cstlmst- 
Ing expenditure should be found 
good. But It Is not generally done. 
Why? It Is not that women are lack¬ 
ing in native ability. Intelligence 
teats indicate that unoelected femal*! 
I Intelligence Is equal to unaelected 
male Intelligence the world over. 

It Is a question of training or: 
education. Women have not In their 
early, or later education had their I 
attention drawn to the nSoeselty of, 
business efficiency In the home. As- j 
tonlshlngly few can add a column I 
of figures rapidly and with accuracy . 
A few days ago a lady said. "If I 
go Into a store to buy three-quarters | 
of a yard of ribbon at eeventy-oeven j 
cents a yard In nearly every inetance 
the saleswoman takes pencil and 
j taper te work out the coat." More 
training In mental arithmetic along 
the line of the probable needs of 
woman would solve this difficulty in 
a generation. 

Budget Is derived from a word 
meaning wallet, bag. or purse. 8o 
I to budget Is to consider what la In 
I your purse and how you shall spend 
-It; or, to estimate one’s probable 
Income, and to apportion one’s ex¬ 
penditure for the ensuing month or 
year. Under the heads of food, cloth¬ 
ing. shelter, operating expense, and 
advancement everything can be In¬ 
cluded. subheads being arranged to 
suit Individual needs. Advancement 
Includes savings, education, profes¬ 
sional services, benevolence, recrea¬ 
tion. holiday and th# like. 

If all young momen were taught 
how to apportion Income, and had 
It Impressed upon i them that sav¬ 
ings must be thought of In the light 
of sinking fund for the unproduc¬ 
tive years and that aavlnge must be I 
taken out of Income flret and before 
other expenditures there would be an 
Improvement In the number of people 
Independent at middle life. Further, 
undsrstsnd.no th# household budget, 
women would take greater interest 
in the budget of the country end so 
bscoms more valuable as eitisens 
and voters. 

It Is a mistake to think that bud¬ 
geting Is neceaoary only for people 
of moderate means It Is quite as Im¬ 
portant for th# well-to-do. Those 
who have never handled other than 
small sums of money cannot under¬ 
stand how peopl* reputed rich may 
be short of cash, not realising that 
money may be tied up In Investment 
in any event expenditure Is lavish 
and may easily get out of bounds. 

There are some hanks In the 
United States that find It profitable 
to employ a professional home econo¬ 
mist to advise their clients. One day 
the client was a person of 117.000 
Income owning three cars, but who 
found difficulty In making ends meet 
when Mhe economist pointed out 
where the extravagance lay. of 
rourqe, the client was at flret angry 
But this was only momentary. The 
result was that the client waa helped 
and the bank reaped the benefit 
through the client’s Increased pros¬ 
perity and fuller bank account 

Why bother about budgeting? You 
quote: "Sufficient unto the day Is 
the evil thereof." .But, yea. If Is 
worthwhile to look ahead to deter¬ 
mine one’s course In a financial way 
for the year. By so doing one may 
escape the rocks of calamity and

Production of 
steel Ingots and castings amounted 
to 720.700 ton compared with 649/406 
tons In January of last year. Im¬ 
ports of Iron and steel were excep¬ 
tionally heavy, since many contracts 
placed during the strike had not been 
completed. They amounted to 655,- 
600 tons compared with 517,100 tons 
In !>ecember. This U the highest 
figure ever reached. Export* of iron 
and steel roes to 219,400 ton* from 
16K.700 ton* In December. Exports 
In January. 1926. wer* 336.760 ton* 
The Board of Trade’s price ln<Jgx 
for iron and steel In January was 
127.8. 1913 being. 100. This compared 
with the all commodltle* Index for 
Jarwjary of 1436 In December, the 
corresponding figure* were 130.6 and 
146.1, respectively, and In January, 
1926.

Diseases of Bacterial Origin 


By GAYLORD WILSHIRE 

D OES the I-ON-A-CO kill diaeaie germs? If not, 
how can it cure diseases of bacterial origin?
